The production of minerals in 
Canada increased from $6,000,000 
in 1871 to nearly $19,000,000 in 
1891, and $68,500,000 in 1905. 
From 1891 to 1905 the non-mineral 
ontput of mining operations in 
Canada increased from $13,304,000 
to over $31,000,000. This makes 
the total value of products of the 
mine in Canada last year practic- 
ally $100,000,000, 


A better idea of the relative im- 


‘portance of mining as compared 


with other industries will be afford- 
ed by the statement that the value 
of the field and fruit crops of all 
Canada in 1901 is estimated in the 
census return at about $208,000,000, 
The output of manufacturing 
establishments in the same year 
was placed at $467,000,000. 

Mining is already one of the 
most important industries of the 
Dominion, and development along 
this line is increasing more rapidly 
than along any other.

This was tried, but the result was only 
partly satisfactory, enough, however, to 
show that the secret was partly solved. 
The problem seemed to be to mix the 
two so thoroughly that they should be 
absolutely inseparable. “This was done 
with machines, which sifted the two 
powders into the same receptacle with 
perfect equality, half and half of each. 
When this scientifically prepared 
mixture was taken to the proving 
grounds and spread upon the floor there 
were no live roaches left in the morn- 
ing. But as there was no professional 
there to clean up, the place was a sight, 
three barrowluls of absolutely stone dead 
cockroaches being cartied out of the 
place before business opened. 
And to think that for 30 years they 
had been paying, $25 a night for every 
postoflice that had to be cleaned out,

A Momentous Statement by the 
Foreign Secretary. 


A despatch from London says: Sev- 


eral weeks ago cable despatches called 

attention to the unrest in the Moslem 

world, and the serious possibility of the 
invocation of a jehad, or holy war. 

Since then the danger has in no wise 

diminished, although the public is en- 

tirely unaware ef it. 

Neither in Parlfament ner in the 
press had the matter received the least 
serious attention until now. Conse- 
quently no small sensation will be 
created in the country by a grave de- 
olaration Sir Edward Grey, Secretary 
foreign Affairs, launched with dramatic 
suddenness in the House of Commons 
on Thursday night, When it is borne 
in mind Sir Edward Grey is one of the 
strongest and least emotional men in 
the Cabinet, and that he js wholly in- 
disposed to sensational utterances, the 
significance of his speech will be more 
fully realized. 

‘The Foreign Minister, 
tone, said :— 

“All this year fanatical feeling in 
Egypt has been on the increase, It has 
not been confined to Egypt, but has 
spread along the north of Africa, It 
was for this reason that a little time ago 
the garrison had to be increased. ‘The 
attack on British officers, which hap- 
pened recently, is something which 
would not have occurred a little time 
ago, and would not have occurred to-day 
but for the fanatical feeling which has 
spread In Egypt this year. 

“Since the attack took place, even 
before the trial-of those condemned, one 
or two disagreeable and significant at- 
tacks had been made on British sub- 
jects, at all events on Europeans, by 
natives. We may be on the eve of fur- 
ther measures necessary to protect 
Europeans in Egypt, and for the House 
of Commons to question the decision of

A London despatch says: Col. Mc- 
Kenzie’s troops, which are operating in 
Natal against the rebellious Zulus, dis- 
covered the remains of a recently but- 
chered while man, whose body had been 
hacked horribly. A bicycle that had be- 
longed to him was found in Chief 
Mesini's kraal. Natives said that the 
man was killed in front of the Zulu 
army by Mesini's orders, The rebels, 
one by one, wetted their assegais in his 
blood and dipped their fingers in and 
smeared their lips with it. The story 
has infuriated the troops. Deep roars 
of “No surrender, sir!" grected Col. 
McKenzie as he rode past the dead body. 
Newspaper correspondents who have 
returned to Durban from the front de- 
clare that the loyal native levies are 
treating rebels who surrender with 
great barbarity. Many prisoners have 
been wounded and some have been 
killed.

FEEDING. 

The most important and critical part 
of your work is feeding. Different chil- 
dren require different food. That which 
agrees with one will often disagree with 
another, but the food most likely to 
agree wilh the child is the milk of a 
healthy cow. The milk should be allow- 
ed to stand three or four hours after 
straining in order that the heavy miner- 
al portions may settle to the bottom. 
The top third of the milk should then 
be taken off for the baby. It should 
bo mixed with a proper quantity of 
water according to the age of the child 
j}a weight. It will slice nicely if pre- 
pared the day before using. 

Chicken Rissoles.—Some remnants of 
fowl, ham and tongue, butter, ‘a pinch 
of flour, white pepper, salt, nutmeg, 
parsley, eggs, a few drops of lemon 
juice, flour, water, three pinches cf 
Sugar. Mince very finely some rem- 
nants of fowls, free from skin, add an 
equal quantity of ham or tongue, as 
well as a small quantity of truffles, all 
finely minced; {oss the whole into a 
saucepan with a piece of butter mixed 
with a pinch of flour; add white pep- 
per, salt and nulmeg to taste, as well 
as a little minced parsley; slir in, off 
the flre, the yolks of one or two eggs 
beaten up with a few drops of lemon 
juice, and lay the mixture on a plate 
to cool. Make a paste with some flour, 
a little water, two eggs, a pinch of salt,

CLOTHING. 


Very young babies should be kept 
warm, especially when taken out in cool 
weather. / A tiny baby will endure a 
good deal of wrapping, as it does not 
need so much air as an older child. 

A loose flannel band which covers the 
entire abdomen should be worn until 
the child is a year old, and longer if 
the bowels are in a sensitive condition. 
Tight bands should be avoided. Skirts 
which button over the shoulder are pre- 
ferable. 

Clothing should fasfen by tapes where 
possible. When safety pins are used for 
pinning bands they should be fastened 
on the side so the child will not be oblig- 
ed to lie’on anything hard. 

Cleanliness, is absolutely essential. 
Babies should be bathed daily. Djapers 
should be changed promptly. Special 
care should be taken to avoid chafing 
and excoriation at the joints. Suitable 
powders, cornstarch for example, should 
be used. The child should be regularly 
Stooled and the parts washed and dried 
each time. 


BOTTLES. 


Immediately after using bottle wash 
it thoroughly. Rubber nipples when 
not in use should be kept in water to 
which is added a liltle soda. Sour bot- 
tles or milk are exceedingly dangerous. 
Use plain bottle and hold it while feed- 
ing. 

SLEEP. 


Children should be trained in proper 
habits of sleep. A quiet darkened 
room, @ warm«comfortable bed, appetite

Let it sim- 
mer oyer a slow fire ten minutes, then 
add a gill of milk and serve in a hot 
dish. 

Cream Chicken.—Four chickens, three 
cans of mushrooms, four sweetbreads. 
Boil chicken till tender and cut as for 
salad, removing all skin; boil and chop 
sweelbreads. Mix_ chicken, sweet- 
breads, and mushrooms, and bake in 
alternate layers, with breadcrumbs, 
seasoned with pieces of butter and 
cream dressing given below. This is 
sufficient for twenty people. : 

Cream Dressing.—One and one-half 
pints of cream, one grated onion, three 
tablespoonfuls of flour, four tablespoon- 
fuls butter. Heat cream, rub flour in 
butter and put in the cream; cook fill 
it thickens; take off and stir in onion. 
Put the first layer of chicken, sweet- 
breads and mushrooms in a dish and 
season each of the layers with cayenne 
pepper and salt. Let the top layer be 
of breadcrumbs.

Died Near Bridgewater. 


Hon. Sir Mackenzie Bowell,—Be- 
fore the committee rises, I wish to 
express my regret that there is no 
clause proyiding for the assumption by 
the goyernment of any of these roads 
which had been built and the subsidy 
been paid by the government, and 
then the companies haye allowed the 
roads to fallinto disuse. That may 
not be the case in many instances, but 
it has happened in my own county. 
The Grand Tronk Railway were 

ranted the full subsidy for the build- 
ing of a road of 7or 8 miles runnin 
from the terminus of what is calle 
the North Hastings Road from Belle- 
ville to Madoe and Eldorado, connect- 
ing with the Ontario Central. The 
Grand Trunk Railway, after building 
the road and obtaining the subsidy, 
operated the line just as the hematite 
mines continued to yielda return for 
carrying the ore to the front. As 
oon as that ceased, a portion of the 
road which connected Madoc with 
Eldorado on the Ontario Central was 
allowed to fallinto disuse, So that 
really the money that was paid by 
the goyernment of the day in aid of 
the construction of that road has been 
of no use whatever to the section of 
the country beyond the benefit that 
was depvived for a short time in carry- 
ing out ore from the hematite mines 
along the road. There ought to be 
some provision of law by which a 
company receiving aid in that way 
should be compelled to keep the road 
He It is yery important for the city 
of Belleville and for the town or vil- 
lage of Madoc that that connection 
should be made, and it is only made 
now by stage coach, 

Hon, Sir Richard Cartwright—Does 
my hon, friend inform us that that 
road exists, has been operated, and is 
now absolutely discontinued ? 

Hon. Sir Mackenzie Bowell-— Yes, 
discontinued. Whether the rails have 
been taken up I am not in position 
to say; but I know that the road 
ceased to operate years ago. 

Hon, Sir Richard Cartwright—The 
money was paid over to the Grand 
Trunk was it? 

Hon, Sir Mackenzie Bowell—The 
money was absolutely paid to them, 
and I will say further that they re- 
ceiyed half the subsidy first, and then 
the road required repair, and the Hon. 
John H, Pope, when Minister of Rail- 
ways, caused a yote, the difference be- 
tween the $3,200 per mile and that 
which had been paid them before,

SURGICAL MARVELS, 


Boy Has Stitches Placed in Mis Heart 
and Still Lives, 


A remarkable operation has just been 
performed at Dundee, Scotland, Infirm- 
ary. A boy, 13 years of age, was ad- 
mitted to the infirmary with an ugly 
wound in the wall of his heart, caused 
throygh the lad falling on a hay fork, 
Carefully following the course of the 
wound, the surgeon sewed up the punc- 
ture, and the stitched heart is now re- 
ported to be doing its duly success- 
fully, 

The operation is not quite wholly 
without a precedent, for there have been 
a few cases of somewhat similar char- 
acter in England wilnin the last ten 
years, 

In June, 1903, the surgeons at the 
London Hospital accomplished an op- 
eration which became famous. They 
placed three stitches in the heart of 
John Long, who had been terribly 
wounded. Though at first the local doc- 
tor gave Long only half an hour to live, 
the operation proved successful, and 
Long recovered. 

Twelve months later Dr. Somerville, 
of Leek, sewed up the wounds in the 
heart of © man who had stabbed himself 
f{wice with a penknife, Mere, again, the 
patient recovered, 

A few successful operations of the 
kind have been reported in Paris, Ber- 
lin, and St. Petersburg. In November, 
1903, in Berlin, a doctor extracted a 
bullet from oa young gir'l’s heart.

Pick over fruit,put in kettle and mash 
gently. Then cook slowly until the 
fruit is soft. Pourintoa jelly bag and 
let through without pressing, To 
each pint of juice, allow a pint of 
sugar, Heat the sugar in the oyen, 
then add to the juice, which has been 
first allowed to boil for 20 minutes. 
Stir until dissolved and the juice is 
clear, Pour into glasses and let cool, 
then cover with paraffine paper and 
put up on the tops. 

Raspberry Cake—Half a cup of but- 
ter, three-quarters of a cup of sugar, 2 
eggs, 1 tablespoon water, 1 cup canne 
raspberries, 1 teaspoon soda, 2 small 
cups flour, Bake in one layer and ice.

Edward Brown, F.L.S., assistant Dir 
ector Agricultural) Department, Univer- 
sity College, Reading, England, is at 
present in Canada studying our agri 


cultural resources, giving special atten- 
} tion to the possibiliies of Canada as a 
}source of supply for dressed poultry 
and eggs of first qualily for the British 
market, The British farmers are doing 
their best to meet the needs of their 
own markels, but it is an impossible 
}task. The main source of supply for 
poultry and eggs is northern and east- 
ern Europe, Great Britain paid Russia 
alone nearly $15,000,000 last year for 
| poultry products, The best eggs that 
are received come from Denmark, but, 
on the whole, the quality of the pro- 
ducts received from foreign sources ’s 
not good. 

Prof. Brown believes that Canada can 
supply a better quality of eggs and a 
finer type of dressee poultry than any 
of her competitors, “Unfortunately the 
farmers in this country are at present 
unable to meet even the home demand, 
and consequently the exports of {hese 
products to Great Britain have been 
materially reduced, ‘The markets are 
there, and why cannot the Canadian 
people supply them? asks Mr. Brown.
